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Continuation of 13. The arguments against the Final rejection are not persuasive for the reasons as follows. 

Applicants asserted that claim 28, which recites steps of "rinsing" and "exposing", is complete and does not require any further 
processing steps. The examiner disagrees. Even though applicants argued that the method of "releasing" may not be necessary to 
detach the device from the substrate, the entire claim body is still vauge and indefinite as to how to accomplish the "releasing." In 
particular, the claim body does not provide any interaction with the preamble. By "exposing the device to a micro-sphere solution" can be 
broadest reasonbly interpreted as "immersing the device into the micro-sphere solution" to coat a thin layer onto the surface of the device, 
which is not for releasing the device from the substrate. In other words, the entire claim is so unclear that those skilled in the art would 
not understand what is claimed as to "releasing a device from the substrate." Upon reviewing the arguments and the totality of all 
limitations of the claim and the interaction between the premeable and the claim body, the examiner has determiend that 112-second 
paragraph rejection, as set forth in the previous Office action, is deemed proper. 
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
